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M&'A prirate letter from Qeo. Thomas to 
Gen. Burnside has been captured and pub- 
lishtd by the rebels. It is dated at Chatta- 
nooga, Oct. 20, and opens with this chirac- 
terisiic sentence: 

Gknebal: I rezret to have to inform you 
that GfBcral Rosccrang was relieved from 
duty with this army yesterday, and that I 
liPTe been placed in commaad. 

The Lexington Obaetyer says, with f?reat 
tnith: "There is evidently not in the Federil 
aimy a more unaseamiof; or modest officer than 
General Thomas, whilst perhaps there is not 
one better qualified for any position in which 
he may be placed. The above extract from 
his captured private letter is simply in keep- 
ing wiib noble conduct upon his part on 
other occafions. It will be seen tha^ ho re- 
luctonily assumed the command of the Army 
ot the Cumberland to the displacement of 
Kusecracs, though the supersedure was alike 
gratifjicg to the army and nation. Another 
instance of bis modesty and courtesy to a 
brother tflicer occurred last year when a 
chance for promotion was presented to liim. 
Whilst Geiieral Buell was preparing at Liuis- 
ville to move against Brage, the President 
proposed to si^pcrEede him with General 
Tbomns. The latter gracefully declined, 
hat General Buell should be retained 
s best fitted for the command. From the 
battle at Mil! Springs to the bloody field of 
Chickamaugn, Gen. Thomas has .proved him- 
self a discreet, brave, and successful com- 
mander, and is now perhaps looked to more 
hopefully by the country than any General on 
th" Fideral side." 

Kew Books — We are indebted to Mr. Chas. T. 
Dearing for Henry Morford's Shoulder-Straps, 
a novel of New York and the army in 18i!2, 
in two volumes, and also for Mrs.Southworth's 
novel of the Fatal Marriage, both from the 
press of Peterson & Brothers, of Philadelphia. 
The former is most highly commended, and 
the latter will be recognized as the Ledger 
story of the Doom of Deville. We have al- 
ways doubled the policy of deceiving the 
reading public by these changes of name, and 
in this instance there was no need of it, for 
the story will be reread with interest, and 
many will desire it in book form. 

Mr. L. X Civill has sent to our office the 
Peninsula Campaign in Virginia, or Incidents 
and Scenes on the Battle-field and in Rich- 
mond, by the Rev. J. J. Harks, D. D., a very 
interesting narrative of the great campaign of 
McClellan and of prison life in the rebel Cap- 
ital, published by Lippencott & Co , of Phila- 
delphia. Also, Ei Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue Boutwell's Manual of the Direct and 
Excise Tax System of the United Spates, in- 
cluding the lorms and regulations established, 
the dccisicns and rulings, and extracts from 
the correspondence of the office of Internil 
Revenue. Thisvaluable work is published by 
Little, Brown, & Co., of Boston, and it solves 
all the conipli- ations which have grown out 
of the coce'ruction of the act of July 1, 1862, 
"to provide internal revenue to support the 
Gt^vernment and to pay interest on the public 
debt." 

DiSGUisiD RoBBEHS. — We have been in- 
formed, says the Nashville Union, of a num- 
ber of cases of robbery committed in David- 
son county recently, on the Hilbboro Pike, 
by men in the uniform of the Federal army, 
and who profetsed to be acting under orders 
from themililary in Nashville.to search houses 
for arms. Getting into the houses under this 
pretence, they appropriate whatever they find 
that is valuable. They went to the house of 
one gentle man, who claimed that he was a 
loynl cilizm, and entitled to the protection of 
the military. He pulled out his pocket-book 
and handed the leader the certilicate of the 
Provost Mursbal. This the rascally leader 
tore up, and then took the pocket-book with 
the money it contained. They called at the 
house of Dr. M. P. Byrn, during his absence. 
Two of the valiant scoundrels held pistols to 
be head of bis wife, whilst two others 
sflkfihed the house. Finding nothing cUe 
they wanted, they carried oflf a coat, deter- 
mined to hare something. The Union men- 
tion these instances as a specimen of the paltry 
depredations of these eccundrels, but has no 
idea that they are soldiers. Whoever they 
are, they deserve punishment, and it is to bs 
hoped they may be apprehended. 

The arrangements for the inaugura- 
tion of the National Cemetery, at Gettysburg, 
are perfected, so that the affitir will positively 
take place on Thursday next. Chief-Marshal 
Lamon, who will have charge of the proces- 
sion on the occasion, has issued a circul-ir 
etter, which will be sent to the Governor of 
each State, rt questing him to place a copy in 
the hands of each mar:^hal appointed by him. 
Mr. Lomon suggests that the marshals be 
Jiessed in a plain black suit and white gloves, 
,vith a white Sistin scarf, to be worn over the 
: icht shoulder. At the centre on the shoulder 
the scarf should be gathered and mounted 
with ft rosette. The rosettes for the scarfs to 
be miide of black and white ribbon, and the 
outer circle only to be white. Each Stale 
marshal will also wear upon the left breast a 
national rosette of "red, while, and blue" rib- 
bon, of the ?i/.e indicated above, with the 
initials of each State in the centre. Special 
aids to the Cbief Marshal will wear buff satin 
scarfs with mourning rosettes.

GEN. MEADF.S OFFICIAL UlvPOBT OF THK 
1J.\TTHS OlT OKTrySBUIUr. 

HK.\D<juAitTEiis Army of trr Potomac, \ 
October 1. J 

Gknkral: I have the honor to submit here- 
wiih a report of the operations of this army 
during the month of July, including details of 
ihe battle of Gettysburg. The report has been 
detained by my failure to receive the reports 
of the several corps and division commauders, 
who were severely wounded in the battle. 

On Ihe •28th of June I received orders from 
Ihe President, placing me iu command of the 
army. The situation of afTairs was briefly as 
fillsws: The Confederate army, commanded 
by General R. E. Lee, estimated at over one 
hundred thousand strong, all arms, hid cross- 
ed the Potomac river, and advanced up the 
Cumberland valley. Reliable intelligence 
J heed his advance (E well's corps) on the Sus- 
quehanna, between Harrieburgand Columbia. 
Lonesireet's corps was at Chambersburg, and 
Hill's corps between that place and CashlowD. 

The 28th of Jane was spent in ascertiiniog 
the position and strength of the different corps 
of the army, but principally in bringing up 
eavulry, which had been covering the rear of 
the aimy in its passage over ihe Poto- 
mac, and to which a large increase had just 
been made from the force previously attached 
to the defences of Washington. Orders were 
given on that day to make General French, 
ccmmanding at Harper's Ferry, move wi h 
7,000 men to occupy Frederick and the line of 
ti e Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, and the bal- 
ance of his force, estimated at 4,0u0, to remove 
ard escort the public property to Washington. 

On the 2'Jih the army w,i3 put in motion, 
^ndou ihe eveuiigofthat day was iu position. 
Its left At Emmi'sburg and its right at New 
Windsor. Bulord's division of cavalry was on 
the left flank, with its advance at Gettysburg. 
Kilpairiek's division was in front at Hanover, 
where he encoiintertd this day iinii. Stuart's 
Confederate cavalry, which had crossed the 
Potomac at Seneca creek, and, p.'issing our 
rinht fiank, was making its way toward C.ir- 
litle, havitg escaped Gregg's division, whicu 
was delayed iu taking its position on tue right 
Honk by the occupivlion ot the roads by col- 
umns of infantry. 

On the 30 h the right flank of the army was 
movtd lip to Manchesler, the lei"ta;ill iving at 
Emmitsburg, in the vrcinity of which place 
three (orp.a, the Ist, 11th, anU 31, were collect- 
ed under orders of Major-General Reynolds. 
Gen. Bufcrd having reported from Gettysburg 
the appearance ot thej enemy oa the Cijh- 
town road in some force, Gca. Reynolds was 
directed to occupy Gett^t,burg. On reaching 
that place on the Ist of July, Gen. R -ynol Js 
ft und I'ufora's c.ivalry warmly engaged with 
the enemy, who bad debouched bis infaulry 
through the mountains on Ihe OashtoTvn road, 
but was Uing held in check in a mjstgallant 
manner by Gen. Buford's cavalry. 

Major General Reynolds immaiiately moved 
around the town of Gettysburg, and advanced 
on the Cashtowu roa I, and without a mo- 
ment's hesitation deployed his advance divis- 
ion and attacked the enemy, at the s iuie time 
ser-ding orders for the II th corps (Gen How- 
ard) to advance as promptly as possible, bjaa 
after making his dispositions for the attack 
Miij. Gen. Reynolds fell mortally wounded, the 
ccmmaid of the 1st corps devovineon Major 
Geo. Dtubleday and the command of ihe field 
on Major Gei eral Howard, who arrived nb Jut 
this iime{11.30 A. M.) with the Uth corps 
then commanded by Major Gen. Sohurz Ma- 
jor General Howard pushed forward two di- 
visions tf the lltb corps to support the Ist 
corps, now warmly engaged with the enemy 
on the ridge to the north of the town, and 
posted his 3d division, with three batteries of 
artillery, on Cemetery ridge, on the south siiie 
cf the town. Up to this time the batilo had 
b ( n with the f,)rces of the enemy debouching 
ticm the mountains en the Cashtown road, 
known to be Hill's corps. In the early pan 
ot the action success was ou our side — Wads- 
worth's division of the 1st corps having driv- 
en the enemy back some distance, and cap- 
tut ing r.umercius prisoners, among ihem Gen. 
Art her, of the Confederate army. 

The arrival of reinforcements to the enemy 
on the Ct.ihtown road, and the junction with 
Ewell's corps, coming on the \ ork and Uar- 
lisburg roads, which occurred between one 
and two o'clock P. M , enabled the enemy to 
bring vastly superior forces againit both the 
1st and Uth corps, outflankingourlineof hat. 
tie and pressing it so severely that at abjut 
Icur P. M. Major-Ceneral Howard deemed it 
prudent to withdraw these two corps to Cem- 
etery Ridge, on the south side of the town, 
which operation was successfully accomplish- 
ed — not, however, without considerable loss 
in prisoners, arising from the confusion inci- 
dent to portions of both corfs passioj through 
the town and the men gtttiLg confused in the 
streets. 

Abont the time of the withdrawal Maj. Gen. 
Fanecck arrived, whom I had despitctied to 
represent me on the field on hearing of the 
death of Gen. Reyroldg. In conjunction with 
Maj. Gen. Howard. Gen. Hancock proceeded 
to post trcops on Cemeti ry Ridge, and tore- 
pel sn attack tfat the enemy made on our 
right flank. This attuck was not, however, 
very vigorous. Theenemy, seeingthestrengih 
cf the position occupied, seemed to be satis- 
fied with the bucce. s he had accomplished, de- 
B s;irg fiom any furiher attack this day. 

About 7 P. M., Msjor-Generals Slocum and 
Sickles, with the 12tli corps and part of the 3d, 
reached the ground and took post on the right 
and U;t of Ihe troops previously posted. 

Being eati.-fied. from reports received from 
the field, that it was the intention of the ene- 
my to supfort, with his whole army, the at- 
tack Rlready made, and reports from Major- 
Generals Hancnk and Howard, on the 
cLaracter of the pr<iilion being favorable, I 
dettimined to eivc battle at this point, and 
early iu Ihe evening of the 1st. issued orders 
to all coips to concentrate at Gettysburg, di- 
rrciir g all trains to be sent to the rear at 
Westminster. 

At 11 P. M., of the lat, I broke up my 
headquarters, which, till then, had been at 
Tonejtown, and proceeded to the field, ar- 
riving there at 1 A. M , of the 2d. So soon 
as it was light I procteded to inspect the po- 
sition occtipii d, and to make arrangements tor 
posting several corps as they should rea;h the 
ground. By 7 A. M., the 2d and 5ih cirpn, 
with Ihe rest of the 3d, had reached the 
grcuud and were posted as follows: Tlie Uth 
corps retained its position on the cemetery 
side, just opposite to the town. The Ist corps 
was posted on the right of the lUh, on an 
elevated knoll, connecting with the ridge ex- 
ttndicg to the south and east, on which the 
2d corps was placed. 

The ripht of the 12th corps rested on a small 
stream at a roint whero it cn ssed the Balti- 
more Pike, asd which formed on the right 
flsnk of the 12lh something cf an obstacle. 
Ctmetery Ridge extended in a wes'erly and 
siuihrtly direction, gradually dimiuishing in 
elevation till il came to a very prominent 
rit^ge, called Round-top, running east and 
wist. The 2d aiid 3d corps were directed to 
cccupy Ihe continuation of Cemetery Ridgo, 
on Ihe left of the Uth corps. The 5th corps, 
pending the arrival of Ihe Ctb, was held in re- 
serve. While these dispositions were being 
made, the enemy was massing his troops on 
the exterior ridge, distant from the line oecu- 
I led by us from a mile to a mile and a half 

At 2 P. M. the 6'h corps arrived, alter a 
march ot ttirty-two miles, accomplished from 
0 A.M. Ihc day previous. On its arrival be- 
ing reported, I immediately directed the 5lh 
corps to move over to our extreme left, aud 
the 6ih to occupy its place as a reserve for the 
r-ght. About 3 P. M. 1 rode out to the ex- 
t!f me left to await the arrival of the 5th corps 
ard post it, when I found that Major- General 
tickles, commandiDg the 3d corps, not fully 
comprehending Ihe isBiructiuns in regird to 
the position to be occupied, had advanced, or 
rather was in the act of advancing his corps a 
half mile or three quarters of a mile in front 
of the line of the 2d corps, on Ihe proloiJga- 
tion of w hick it was designed his corps should 
reft. 

Having found Major-General Sickles, I was 
explaining to him that he was too far in ad- 
vance, and discussing with hitn the propriety 
of v.'ilLdtawipg, when the enemy opened upon 
him wiih several batteries on his front and 
his flank, and immediately brought forward 
columns of infantry, and made a vigorous as- 
sault. The 3d corps sustained the shock most 
beroioally. Troops from the 2d corps were 
immediately sent by Major-Gen. Hancock to 
cover the right flank of the 3d corps, and soon 
after the assault commenced the 5* corps 
mot fortunately arrived, and took position on 
■he left of the 3d. 

Mcji.r-General Sykes'a command immedi 
ately serding a force to occupy Round-Top 
Ridee, when a most furious contest was main- 
laired, Ibe ercmy making desper.tte but uu- 
£! cciEsfiil ( fTorts to secure it. Notwithstand- 
ing ihc stubborn resistance of the 3d corps, 
under Major-General Birney, Major-Geaeral 
Sii kles having been wounded early in the ac- 
tion, the superiority in number of corps in the 
enemy enablicg him to oiuHank its advanced 
vcsiiicn. General liircey was counse Ld to f-iU 
batkand re-form behind the line originally 
designed to be held. In the meantime, per- 
eeiviDg great exertions on th'i part of the en- 
emy, the 6!h corps (Majur-Genernl Sedgwick) 
and part of the 1st corps (to the command of 
which I bed assigned Major-General Newton) 
particularly Lock wood's Maryland briirade, 
tof ether with detachments from the 2d corps, 
were all brought up at different periods, and 
succeeded tcgether with the gallant resistauce 
of the 5th corps in checking, and finally re- 
pulsing the assault of the enemy, who re- 
tired in confoBion and di^'order ab.ut sunset, 
and ceased any further efforts. 

On the extreme left another assault was, 
hrwi vcr, made about 8 P. M. on the Uth 
corps from the left of the town, which was 
repnlsed with the assistance of the troops 
from the 2d and 1st corps. During the heavy 
assault upon our extreme left, portions of the 
12th corps were sent as reinforcements. During 
their absence, the line 90 ih? esttfUie ligit 



was held by a much reduced force. This was 
taken advantage of by the enemy, who, 
during the absence of Geary's divisioii of tUo 
12th corps, advanced and occupied part of the 
line. On the morning of the 3d, Gen. Geary, 
having returned during Ihe night, was at- 
tacked at es rly dawn by the enemy, but suc- 
ceeded in driving him back, and occupying 
his former pusiiiou. 

A spirited contest was maintained a'l morn- 
ing all along this part of the line. General 
Geary, reinforced by Wheaton's brigade, sixth 
corps, maintained his position and inflicted 
very severe losses on the enemy. With this 
exception the quiet of the lines rem.ained un- 
disturbed till 1 P. M. on the 3d, when the en- 
emy opened fire from over one hundred and 
twenty-fi ve guns, playing upon our centre and 
left. This cannonade continued for over two 
hours, when our guns failing to make any re- 
ply, the enemy ceased firing, and soon his 
masses of infantry became visible, forming for 
an assault on our left and left centre. The .as- 
Si ull was made with great firmness, being di- 
rected principally against the point occupied 
by the second corps, supported by Doubleday's 
division and Stannard a division of the Ist 
corps. 

During the assault both Major General Raa- 
cotk, commandiDg the left centre, and Brigi- 
dier General Gibbon, commanding the sec- 
ond corps, were severely wounded. 

This teiminated the battle, the enemy re- 
tiring to bis lines, leaving the field strewed 
with h's dead and wounded, and numbers o 
prisoners fell into our hands. 

Bufoid's division of cavalry, after its ardu- 
ous service at Gettysburg on the Ist, was, on 
ihe 2d, sent to tVestmir.slnr to relit aud guard 
our trains. Kilpatrick's division, that ou the 
2iith, 30tb, and Ist had been successfully en- 
gi'ging the eneiaj's cavalry, wiis oa tho third 
smt to our cntr. me let>, on the Emmit'sburg 
road,_ where good service was rendered in as- 
sautticg the enemy's line and occupying his 
attention At the same lime Gen. Gregj; was 
crgnp ed with the enemy on our extreme right, 
having passed across the Baltimore pike and 
Bonaughiown roads, and boialy attacked the 
enemy's left and rear. 

On the morning of the 4th recoinoisaauces 
developed that the enemy had drawn back his 
•lift llauk, but maintained his position in front 
of our lelt, apparently assuming a new Una 
parallel to the ui nintain. 

On the naorning of the 5th it was ascertained 
that the et-emy was in full retreat by the F.ai> 
field ard Cast.town roads. The Gib corps was 
immediately sent in pursuit on the Fairfield 
road, and cavalry on the C.ashtown roAd and 
by the Emmiitflburg and Monterey Passes. 

The 5th and Cth of July were employed in 
succoring the Wi. unded and burying the deaii. 
Mbj. Gen. Sedgwick, commanding the 6th 
corps, having pushed the pursuit of the enemy 
as far as the Fairfield Pass and ih^ niouut<)ins, 
and reporting that the Pass was very stroug — 
cue in which a small force of the enemy could 
hold in check and delay for a considerable 
tin e any pursuing force — I determined to fol- 
low the enemy by a flank movement and ac- 
coidicgly, leaviug Mcintosh's brigade of cav- 
alry and Neil's brigade of infantry to continue 
harsFsing the enemy, I put the a' my in motion 
for Middletown, and orders were immediately 
sent to Maj. Gen. French, at Frederick, to rex- 
cupy Harper's Ferry, aittl send a force to occu- 
py Turner's Pass in South .Mountain. I sub- 
sequently ascertained that Maj. Gen. French 
had t;ot only anlicipated these orders, in part, 
but bed pushed a c.".valry force to Wiliiaasport 
at d Falling Waters, where they destroyed the 
enemy's pontoon biirtge and ciptued iis 
puard. Buford was at the same timeseiit to 
Williamsport and HagerstowD. Tlie daty 
above astiigned to the cavalry was nost suc- 
ceisfnlly accomplished, the eneraj being 
greatly harassed, his trains destro.'ed, and 
many captures of guns and pfisoaersmade. 

Alter hailing a day at Middletown to pro 
cure nectssary supplies and bring tp trains, 
the army moved through South llountaiu, 
and, by the 12th of July, was iu fwnt of the 
enemy, who occupied a stroug positon on the 
hi ights near the ruurs'i which runs u alvance 
of Wiliiamsport In taking this poitioa sev- 
eral skirmishes and nff.iirs had beer had with 
the eneray-principally by the cavary and the 
Uth and 6lh corps. "The 13ih w.i3 tcctipied in 
reconnoissar.ces of the enemy's position and 
prt parations for au atta'-k ; but oi advancing 
on the morniEg of the 14th, it wi-as'^'tained 
ibat be had retired the night prevous by the 
bridge at Falling Waters and fordtt \Villia'.as- 
pott. The cavalry in pursuit (vertook the 
rear guard at Falling Waters, cpturing two 
puns and numerous prisoners. Previous to 
the retreat of the enemy, Greg(:s division of 
cavalry was crossed at Har;«-ri Ferry, and 
coming up with the rear of te enrnny tit 
Cbailtstown anil .Shepaidstowu,iad a spirited 
lonteet, in which the enemy tas driven to 
Marlinsburg and Winchester, la 1 pursued 
ard harassed in his retreat. 

The pursuit was resumed by i flink move- 
ment of the army crossing tl; Potomac at 
Birlin and moving down the <oudon valley. 
The cavalry were immeuiatey pushed into 
several pa.'ses of the Blue rid;e, and haviig 
learned from servants of thi'witbdrawal of 
Ihe Confe'Jerhte army from te lower valley 
of the Shenaudoah, the arraj (the 3.1 corps, 
Major-General French, being n the advance) 
was moved into Manas-as g," ia the h.'pe of 
r.eing able to intercept a porti n of th^ enemy 
in poEsessioivtif the gap, wasdisputed S9 s tc- 
cessfully as to enable th« rea gujrd to with- 
draw by the way of Strasbug. The Confed- 
erate army retiring to the Kpid Ann, a posi- 
tion was taken w ilh this arjy on the line of 
iLe Rappahannock, and the timpaiga termin- 
ated abcnt the close 'of July. 

The result of the campaifa mayj)e briefly 
s ated in the defeat ot the 'nemy at Gettys- 
burg, his compulsory evacu tion of Peiiasyl- 
van ft and Mar;, land, and hi: wiih Irawal from 
Ibe upper valley of the Stenandoah, and in 
tte capiure of 3 cuns, 41 slmdards, and 13,Gil 
prisoners; 24,978 small artis were collected on 
the battle-field. Our owr losses were very 
severe, amounting, as will be seen by the ac- 
cempanyitig return, to ',,834 killed, 13,703 
wounded, and >> -jV.'. miasiig — ia all 23.186. 

It is impossibe, in a riport or this nature, 
to enumerate ail the instances of gallantry 
and food condu't which distinguished such a 
hard-fought fielt as Gettysburg. Ttie reports 
of Ihe corps conuianders and their suburdi- 
nates, herewith .ubmitted, will furnish all t'ue 
information upoi this subject; I will only add 
my tribute to thj heroic bravery ot the whole 
army, officers ;nd men, which, under the 
bbseicg of Ditine Providence, euabled a 
crowning victor to be obtained, which I feel 
confident the cointry will never cease to bear 
ini:rateful remcnhrance. It is ray duty as 
well as my pleaure to call attention to the 
earnest ellbrts a cooperation on the part of 
.VIej. Gen. D. N. Joucb, cjmmanding the De- 
paitmentcf the hisquehanna, and particularly 
to his advance ol 4,000 men, under Brig. Gen. 
W. F. i^miih, wio joined me at Boonsboro, 
just prior to the » ithdrawal of the Confeder- 
ate army. 

In conclusion,! desire to return my thanks 
to my staH', gereal and personal, to each an 1 
all of whom ! wis indebted for uaremiltiug 
activity and luos efficient assistance.

Washington, Nov. 15. 

On board of one of the blockade-runners 
wbcae capture was recently announced by tel- 
eiinf>h were certain important official commu- 
nications from rebel agents in Europe to the 
itutborities in Richmond. Among them are 
srme letters of Mason— letters fixing the com- 
plicity of the Lord Mayor of London with 
b'ockade-running in an official way— letters 
fhowirg in detail the negotiations with par- 
ties in London for ship- building, importing 
contraband of war, kc. 

Two long and important letters from Edwin 
D«elon, Ihe rebel agent at Paris, one to Ben- 
jamin the other to Jeff Davis. From the letter 
to Btnjamin we extract the following: "The 
greatest reasons for Mason's witiidr.twal h.ave 
tieen his course of complaining against Lord 
John Russell peisocally. Russeli's speech, 
apolcjielic and vindicatory of his otvn course 
is the reply to your challenge, aud it proves 
that he w ill persist in his policy to the bitter 
erd, and is evea reaJy lo overstep me law la 
crdtr to avert offence to the Washington gov- 
ern aent. The delivery of this speech is too 
rtcont to permit me to inform you of the Eng- 
lish sentiment in relation to it. 

"Tte commentaiy of the Times wiil show 
that even the obsequious echo of the Ministry 
dots not accept and reiterate Lord Russell's 
views without protest, and should he venture 
to carry into execution the threats that he has 
made cf violating the lew and asking for a 
bill of indemnity from Parliament the experi- 
ment may cost him his place. The sympathy 
of tte liritish people for the Confederate States 
is growing stronger every day, and in the 
same rate as their antipathy for the "i'dukees. 
In order to foster and increase these favorable 
d!sf ositiots I have cnused various publications 
10 be made in England on the topics of cotton, 
slavery, the oath of allegiance, Federal fabri- 
cation.=, and kept up a running fire through 
the Engiith press. 

"The same letter dilates on our alleged ex- 
pectations of recruits for our armies from 
Ireland. It eaya that, after the disposal of 
the Roebuck moiion, the rapid increase of 
Fedfral recruitments in Ireland attracted 
much attention, and 1 deemed it advisable to 
visit ibat country to see if anything could be 
done to check it. During three weeks' resi- 
dtnce, cliiHy in Dublin, with a visit to Bel- 
fast, in the north of Ireland, I succeeded in 
ucnmsking and f xposing 'he enemy's batter}-, 
aud ei:li6'ed the aid of some powerful auxili- 
aries in the press and iha public to stop th'S 
cruel aud cowardly crimping of recruits un- 
der pretence of employment on Northern 
railroads. Many knew the real nature of the 
service n quired of them, but miny more 
» ere ectriippcd by promises of high wages, 
their contracts containing ft clause that they 
would take the preliminary o.tth of renuncia- 
tion on tleir arrival in Ameiica. 

' This at once would make tbem subject to 
the dr»fi. The number of actual recruits thus 
obtained from Ireland the past year up to Au- 
gust cannot have exceeded two thousand able- 
bodied men; but we hope their nets will not 
hold. No step has been or will be taken by 
the British Government to stop this business, 
Ircm the difficulty of proof of actual enlist- 
ment, and also because of the unwilliDguess 
of Liiid Rus eil to wound the susceptibilities 
of Mr. Seward, of whose iionduct he has no 
complaint tcPmakc. ' 

"The press, the priests, and the public opin- 
ion may supply the short comings of IheGov- 
einment in this respect; at least an .attempt is 
b' ing made. In France he says the Polish 
question and the Mexican entirely obS'.!ure 
ours, in which Frenchmen have really felt but 
little interest. The sympathy at first felt for 
Ibe Federals has been forfeited by their bru- 
tality aiid iiiEolence; a kind of viigu>", admira- 
tion for the heroism of our people has suc- 
ceeded, bnt is rot lively enough to prompt 
any action nor give us a reasonable hope of it. 

■ The witharawal of Mr. .Mason from Loc- 
dcn makes the Empe.'or more than ever mas- 
ter of the eitnaiion. The ot,ly rivalry he 
feared l eing this withdrawal he can amuse us 
with the Mexican alliance in lieu of more 
practical iDKtvtntion, In the belief that we 
sbr.il continue to be very gritelul for very 
( mall favors. Neither the British Parliament 
Lor the French Cbem'oers w ll ineetnntil Feb- 
ruary next; until then the game is entirely iu 
his own banc'si. 

'Eail Russell's speech having relieved bis 
mind ol any change in England's inactivity, I 
sincerely hope that the intentions of theE'n- 
peior may be more practical, but I cm only 
jvdgeby the lights before me." 

Tt e Seme person, in a loog private letter to 
Jifi Davis himself, after comjslaining of the 
cnfi'ness of iLe men wl-o surround Divis, and 
(Specially of those who manage the diplomatic 
affairs of the rebellion, goes on to say: "The 
rfldici.l Democratic jiKrty, which levels down 
instead of raising up, seems almost as strong 
with us as with the North, though not in such 
repulsive shapes; and after the war is over we 
stall have to fight the same old foe with anew 
(see. 1 may stem to speak bitterly, but I see 
on this side so much pitiful self-seeking and 
w ( rihleps greed in the swarm of SDeculator-t, 
and blocks.de breakers, inswnggericgshuffiers 
from danger who call ibeinselves Confederfttea, 
that my Eoul sickens aa I contemplate the fu- 
ll, re.' 

A Iter Eomc general statements about English 
and French feeling concerning them, he saya 
1 am as distrustful of recognition by France 
es by England. That we may be made a 
jftwn in the Mexican business, I think very 
probable, but the detected intrigues in Texas, 
Mr. Benjamin's denunciation, which, as inter- 
preted Ecd published in the New York and 
Etgliih papers, do not inspire confidence in 
the very astute genllenian who is now the 
arbiter of Southern and Mexican destinies. 

Jt;i;ge Rest, who is here now, eulirely con- 
(urs in my views and he adds further that 
Mr. D.-tjIon declares he has never h\d any 
etmplaints from Washington regarding 
Flench intervention in Mexico. IfSewird 
ibt re fore acknowledges Maximilian's Empire, 
Ibe ctound on which our action seems to h iv„- 
been predicated is cut away from under oui' 
feet; and thoukl Seward make a protest, foe 
l^e cannot meditate a w.ir with France, we 
siill will be held as a pawn and have the shrid- 
ow of favor, while our enemy enj'jys the aub- 
itanceof ror-intervention. 

He then protceds to fuggest to Mr. Davis 
thiit the rebel treasurer roust keep him l)ette:

For a long time there has been a desire on the 
I I art of capilalistsat Cincinnati to bail I a roti I 
I direct from that place to Pittsburg, and vari- 
I ens rentes were surveyed which would bring 
] the rc/ad troru Uiteen to thirty miles hack of 
Aberdeen. But the Cincinnati aud Dayton 
I company, and the Little Miami company, 
have always eflectually opposed their ob- 
laiiiiug the right of way into Ciiiciunutt, 
their purpose beiag to make everything 
subservient to their own interests, and 
to force all roads going to Pittsiitirg to con- 
nect with them at some point back of Cincin- 
nati. However, the panic in Cincinnati on 
iLe coal quisiiju ht.s reuev.ed the project, 
and it may be made use of io such a way as 
to induce ihe City Council aud tbe Slate ieg- 
itlalure to grant lo these capitalists what they 
have so long sought, and in this case the road 
will probauly be buiit, ami then a branch to 
Aberdeen wouid certainly be constructed 
which in turn would iuciease the prospects of 
building Ihe road from here to Paiis. Again 
, the Hocking Valley Railroad termina ing 
south at Porisa/outh, has recently been soKl 
toawealihy company, who are ta king of 
connecting it with Marietta and Pittsburg, 
which can be done by building not over thir- 
ty miles of road. In case this is done there 
would be a strong inducement to seek 
the tiade cf Central Kentucky by way of 
tbe Maysviile and Big SinJy and M lysvil e 
and Lexington railroads, aud such au enter- 
prise is spckea of alrea-ly. Thus fir, how- 
tvir, theie has been nothing more than talk, 
and whether anything pr.;c;ical will grow 
out of it we do m l know. Kal it m ist he ap- 
parent to all who have studied tbe getigraphy 
of the State that the shortest and cheapest 
route from the cities of Baliimore. Philadel- 
phia, and New York lo Central Kentucky 
and Tennessee is through Maysviile. 'The 
road from Majsville to Paris could be built 
and stocked for a million or for less money, 
and the enterprise would yield a handsome 
dividend. Goods can be brou^^ht from Ciu- 
cinnati to Jtnysvilie on boats and shippai 
from there lo L xingtonlwenty-five percent 
cheaper than they can be drayed over to Cov- 
ington ai.d then shipped to the same place. It 
is cheaf er to haul by ws-gnn from Maysviile 
to Paris than it is to haul from Cincinnati to 
Covington and then send by rail.

to publish a pamphlet addressed by the Hon.

The 
pamphlet contains many things deserving the 
attention of the whole country, South and 
Korth. It will have no little effect in Europe. 

We first knew Mr. Gantt as a poet. A!- 
iLough bis profession was the law, he sent us 
I several poetical productions many years ago 
ft-om\rkadelphia, Arkanfas. He was elected 
to Cong^ss at the last Congressional election 
in that State, and, up to the time of the break- 
I irg out o( the rebellion, he was a Union man. 
I Be Eoon afterwards went into the rebel armv, 
and, in the course of his military experience, 
I vies twice taken prisoner. He has seen and 
I heard a great deal on both sides and has 
Iscen enough to understand and appreciate 
Ivbat he sees and hears. He is an intelligent, 
Inble, and brave man, with just pretension to 
leome genius. Ho is now within the Federal 
llines in Arkansas. 

'In the Journal of yesterday we pub- 
llistied in full the official docahients called 
|forth by the Maryland election. The case as 
presented by those documents is plainly one 
of inexcusable encroachment by the national 
authorities on the rights and dignity of a 
State of the Union. It is indeed a very fla- 
grant and alarming caae of this description. 
The State of Maryland is loyal. The authori- 
ties of Maryland are loyal. The loyalty of 
Qth is unimpeacbed and animpeacbable. 
This is acknowledged on all hands. More- 
over, the constitution and laws of Maryland, 
po far as the rebel power is concerned, are in 
unobstructed operation. Yet the election in
